Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 53—Relative to the Mark C.
Salvaggio Interchange.

LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

SCR 53, as introduced, Ashburn. Mark C. Salvaggio Interchange.

This measure would name the interchange of State Highway Route
99 and White Lane in Bakersfield the Mark C. Salvaggio Interchange.
The measure would require the Department of Transportation to
determine the cost of appropriate signs showing the special
designation and, upon receiving donations from nonstate sources
sufficient to cover the cost, to erect those signs.

Fiscal committee: yes.

WHEREAS, Mark C. Salvaggio is a native Californian and
received his education in this state, having graduated from
California State University, Bakersfield in 1972; and

WHEREAS, After obtaining his teaching credential, Mark C.
Salvaggio taught seventh and eighth grade students in the Arvin
Union School District for more than 30 years, from 1972 until his
retirement in 2004; and

WHEREAS, Mark C. Salvaggio was a distinguished member
of the Bakersfield City Council, representing Ward 7 for nearly
10 20 years, from 1985 to 2004; and
11 WHEREAS, During his tenure on the Bakersfield City
12 Council, Mark C. Salvaggio served as Vice Mayor from
13 December 2000 to December 2002, and as a council member was
14 instrumental in numerous projects that benefitted the community,
15 including the Kern River Parkway Plan, construction of the
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Northeast Bakersfield Water Treatment Plant, the extension of
the Bakersfield Bike Path, the establishment of the Bakersfield
Educational Studies Area, and the enhancement of the White
Lane-State Highway Route 99 Interchange in Bakersfield; and
WHEREAS, Mark C. Salvaggio has received numerous
awards and commendations for his community service, and it
would be a fitting tribute to that service to name the interchange
where State Highway Route 99 connects with White Lane in
Bakersfield the Mark C. Salvaggio Interchange; now, therefore,
be it
Resolved by the Senate of the State of California, the Assembly
thereof concurring, That the interchange where State Highway
Route 99 connects with White Lane in Bakersfield be officially
named the Mark C. Salvaggio Interchange; and be it further
Resolved, That the Department of Transportation determine
the cost of appropriate signs consistent with the signing
requirements for the state highway system showing this special
designation, and upon receiving donations from nonstate sources
sufficient to cover that cost, to erect those signs; and be it further
Resolved, That the Secretary of the Senate transmit copies of
this resolution to the Director of Transportation and to the author
for appropriate distribution.
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
